Negotlations Looking to the Sale of 
the Property. 

For several days past there have 
been numerous rumors current as to 
the sale by the Depot Steel Railway 
Company of their line, which runs 
down Santa Fé street to the Union 
Depot, with a branch down Central 
avenue to the Southern Pacific Depot. 

Yesterday a TIMES reporter called 
upon J. M. Davies, president of the 
road, to ascertain the exact truth in 
Mr. Davies said: 

We are not anxious to dispose of 
our road, but certain interests seem 
desirous of securing it. and 1 will say 
that negotiations to thatend have been 
in progress. 

“The Witmer people, who have a 
franchise for Second street west of 
Spring, may experience difficulty cross- 
ing Broadway. Since the Second- 
street cable road was abandoned the 
Pacific Cable Company has placed its 
cable above that of the old Second- 
street road. It will therefore be prac- 
tically impossible for the new road to 
cross Broadway. A train can come 
down all richt, but it cannot get back 
for the reason that there is not suffi- 
cient momentum to propel it up hill. 

„IJ have made a proposition to the 
Witmer people to extend my road from 
Spring street to Broadway and ex- 
change passengers with them there, 
and furthermore, what I intend to do 
is to put in theelectric system.

Interesting Probate Case Be- 
fore Judge Clark. 


THE SAN PEDRO KIDNAPERS. 


Trial of Four of the Gang Com- 
menced Before Judge Cheney— 
The Delbasty Case— 
Nappa Sentenced. 


The usually dull precincts of Su- 
perior Judge Clark’s courtroom were 
somewhat enlivened yesterday by the 
contest of Marie Etchoto for letters of 
administration upon the estate of 
Amanda Duhalde, deceased. 

The contest was between Jean Du- 
halde, a brother of the deceased, and 
Marie. 

In her petition Marie Etchoto asserts 
that Jeanne Duhalde, a minor, is the 
child of herself and the deceased. She 
sets up that fifteen days after/her ar- 
rival in California, in October of 
1886, she became acquainted with 
Arnaud Duhalde; that this acquaiat- 
auceship finally into frienda- 
ship; then love, and then in a promise 
on the part of Duhalde to marry her. 
The end of this was that in the early 
part of 1888 she was seduced by Du- 
halde and that on November 10, 1888, 
a daughter, Jeanne Duhalde, was born 
as a result of their intimacy. 

The decedent, so Marie asserts in 
her petition, was frequently and at 
8 times importuned by her 

bis romise and to 
. er. To these importunities 
the decedent always listened with re- 
spectful attention, but he would delay 
matters upon this and that ground or 

excuse. 

At length, in 1889, Arnaud Duhalde 
removed to the State of Zacatecas, in 
Mexico, and here, in August of the 
same year, he died, leaving property 
valued at about $5000. 
Tus petition further alleges that Ar- 

naud died intestate, leaving no wil! as 
te the disposition of his estate; that 
after the birth of her child she had her 
baptized in the Catholic Church in this 
city, and that the father had on several 


occasions publicly recognized the infant 


as bis child. 

On September 13. 1890, Jean Duhalde 
filed his petition for letters of admin- 
istration upon the estate. In her peti- 
tion Marie Etchoto alleges that he is 
not a fit person for the trust; that he 
has declared his intention to defeat 
her claims by legitimate or illegitimate 
means, that he has had fraudulent 
claims presented against the estates 
and that he is reckless, profligate and 
wholly irresponsible. 

The bearing of the case occupied 
the entire time of Judge Clark yester- 
day. Marie Etchoto took the stand 
and through an interpreter related all 
the substantial facts set up in her 
complaint. Several other witnesses 
were examined. Judge Clark took the 
case under advisement. 


SAN PEDRO KIDNAPERS. 


Four of the Gang on Trial Before 
Judge Cheney. 


The trial of Alfred Anderson, J. A. 
Aaderson, Fred Entwoldsen and 
Charles Miller, on charge of kidnaping 
‘was Commenced before Superior Judge 
Cheney and a jury in Department One 
yesterday. These are the parties whom 
it is alleged assisted F. O. Kiel in for- 
cibly removing the two sailors, Kemp 
and Bush from the schooner Nettie 
Sonberg in February last, while she 
was lying in San Pedro harbor. 

A request for a separate trial was de- 
nied and the four defendants are 
standing together in the dock. The 
taking of testimony was commenced 
yesterday. It is substantially the 
same as was given in the Kiel case.

Two. Years In Folsom Prison for

This worthless paper 
was cashed, but, as a matter of course, 
the guilty man was discovered. The 
resultisthat he has been given two 
years to meditate on his misdeeds. In 
the meantime Damron is out on bail.

The jury inthe case of Jean Del- 
basty, after remaining locked up all of 
Thursday night, spent yesterday until 
2 p. m. in a fruitless endeavor to ar- 
rive at a verdict.

A MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR, 


His Reasons for Not Approving the 
Measure Sst Forth at Length 
—The Public Works 
and Finanoe. 


Mayor Hazard yesterday afternoon 


decided to veto the ordinance granting 


a franchise for an electric street rail- 
road to B. O. Carr and others, famil- 
iarly known as the belt road.” The 
franchise asked for is perhaps the most 
extensive and valuable right ever 
asked for iu the city, and was granted 
by the council by a unanimous vote. 
Owing to the magnitude of the inter- 
€sis involved, Mayor Hazard has given 
the matter agreat deal of thought, 
and for two days it has occupied al- 
most his entire time. lle has care- 
fully examiued the written protests of 
property-owners along the line of the 
proposed road, and, after mature de- 
liberation, couciuded to veto the meas- 
ure. Ifis reasons for this action are 
set forth in the following message: 
THE MESSAGE. 
To the Honruble Council of the city 
Los Angeles: I return herewith 
without my approval“ an ordinance 
grantivg to 3. O. Carr and his 
assignees the right to construct and 
operate an electric sireet railway aloug cer- 
tain s.reets in the city of Los Augeies.” 
athe frauchise in this case is a floating 
graut to buiid six miies of street-car lines 
on any part of the twenty-three miles con- 
v.yed vy the franchise. Where this six 
miles of road is to be built uo one knows, 
xcept the grantees, Iu the graut ot a fran- 
chise 1 believe the city authorities should 
be advised as to where the road is to be 
built, that we may determine the expe- 
diency of granting tne franchise. A further 
and serious objection to the grant of this 
franchise in itg present form is that after 
the six miles of road is built, the location of 
Which Will fixed, there will 
remain seventeen miles of the priu- 
cipal streets of our city tied 
up with an existing frauchise that may 
never materialize, but for three years will 
stund as a barrier to the construction of 
other street-car iines unless terms are made 
with the assig..ees of this frauchise. Why 
tie up seventeen miles of the priicipal 
Streets of the city without any consideration 
whatever, without the payment of one cent 
to the city; not one cut to be forfeited in 
case of a failure to build any or all of the 
road; no promise is made to buiid any of it, 
and stiliwe tieitup for them for three 
years, awaiting their pleasure, whether they 
wiil build any or ali of it, and giving to 
them the right to say whether aay other 
road should be built in the meantime. If 
they paid avything for this priviieze, or 
forfeited anything in case they did nut 
build, we might assume that it was their in- 
tention to but tuey do not. A vianket 
franciniee like this ought to be granted only 
on such guarantees as give us assurance 
that they mean business, Seventeen miles 
oi the streets of tue eity should not be 
biocked irom street-cur improvement tor 
three years except for good aid sudstantiai 
reasons, none of Walen are given usin this 
Case. o should leave to future adminis- 
trations the right to say whether additionai 
franchises shall be granted, aud to whom, 
wher the proper time arrives, to build these 
roads, and not years in advance. The 
municipal authorities at the time will, no 
doubt, be better qualified to pass on the ex- 
pediency of granting franchises than we 
are, besides which, in the meantime, these 
streets will not be barred against the con- 
struction of other street-car faoilities, An 
example of the injustice often done by 
igtiue franchises is presented on Spring 
street, between Second and Fourth streets, 
where the Pacific Cable Company haye in- 
terposed objections to the use of that portion 
of Spring street by the new Witmer Cable 
Road, on the ground that it is already cov- 
ered by two franchises, notwithstanding 


the fact that one of the street car lines (viz. :.

streets of the city might and probably 
would be covered by prospective franchises, 
that become vital only when some one is 
desirous of building. Look attne fran- 
chise givento the Los Angeles, Utah and 
its vitality 
became approved . after years, only ‘for tne 
purpose of preventing other parties from 
doing what they had failed to do. 

Another objection to this franchise ex- 


lots in the permission to erect any kind of a 


structure to support the wires, It grants 
“the right to construct all appliances, brop- 
erties, structures and attachments tha. may 

necessary for the purpose of 
operati: g said road.” The experience our 
people h.ve had with the Pico-street line, 
extending down that and other streets, is 
such that provision should be made in this 
franchise to prevent a repetition thereof. 
From the beginning of this administration 
we have been beseiged by the property- 
owners for some relief along this sireet, and 
your honorable body has resoived time and 
again in favor of granting them the neces-

Our city is rapidly rec verlux from a 
riod of financial depression, and radical im- 
provements such as this, whichinvolves the 
payment of a large amount of money by the 
property-owners shouid not be undertaken, 
except where there is an immediate de- 
mand for it, which is not the case in the 
present instance. Let the re 
have a breathing spell and they will all in 
proper time be able to pay their propsrtion 
of the cost of the improvement which would 
work great hardship on many whose prop- 
erty is encumbered if this additional bur- 
den were saddied on them at the present 
time.

THE CHINESE CASES. 


They Are Transferred from Norwalk 
to Downey. 

Yesterday was the time set for the 
hearing of the cases of Police Officers 
Dunn and Johnson, charged with mis- 
demeapor, on the complaint of a China- 
man, sworn to before Justice Raymund 
of Norwalk. The officers went to Nor- 
walk yesterday morning, and were 
accompanied by Deputy City Attorney 
Dunn, their attorney, Chief Glass and 
Officer Stewart, who was a witness in 
the case. Mr. Guthrie of the firm of 
Wells, Guthrie & Lee was also present, 
as attorney for the Chinaman. 

As soon as court convened, Mr. Dann 
moved for a change of venue, on the 
ground that his clients did not believe 
they could get a fair trial before Jus- 
tice Raymund. In support of his 
motion three affidavits were presented. 
Oflicer Stewart swore that Raymund 
had talked to him on Alameda street, 
indirectly accusing the police force of 
being bribed by prostitutes, and in- 
timating that if the Chinese paid them 
as liberally, they would not be 
molested. ficer Dunn swore that 
Ruy mund had had a conversation with 
him at the Santa Fé depot on the sub- 
ject of raiding Chinese gambling dens, 
und intimated that the officers had 
better go siow. Officer Johnson swore 
that he did not believe he could get a 
fair trial before Raymund. 

Mr. Dunn briefly but forcibly laid the 
facts before the justice, when Ray- 
mund, after some slight demur, 
granted the motion, saying, that while 
be was astudent in the office of Wells, 
Guthrie & Lee, he was uuder no obli- 
gations to them, and that this should 
not be used against him. The cases 
were accordingly transferred to the 
magistrate at Downey, and the matter 
was disposed of for the time being.

Justice Miller Has a Severe 
Attack of Paralysis.

His Condition Considered Critical 
A Slight Improvement. 


Report of Commissioner Groff of the 
General Land Office. 


Legislation Recommended for the 


Preservation of Timber on 
Government Land—Pat— 
ents Last Year. —

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—[ By the As- 
sociated Press.] This afternoon Jus- 
tice Samuel Miller of the Supreme 
Courtof the United States was stricken 
with paralysis and is now in a serious 
condition, though he is resting com- 
fortably and his mind is clear. 

He was returning from the Supreme 
Court room, and when within sight of 


| his residence was seen to stagger and 


fall. His servant John Woodford, who 
saw him, quickly got him home and Drs. 
Cook and Lincoln were soon in attend- 
ance. They found that the left side of 
the Justice was paralyzed, but he was 
still able to recognizes those about 
him. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10, 11 p.m.—Dr, 
Lincoln has just left Justice Miller. 


He says the Justice’s condition is not 


nearly so favorable as it was two 
hours ago, and the case is now very 
serious. 


Judge Miller has been suffering 
nearly all summer from an attack of 
dysentery, but at no time was his ill- 
ness severe enough to prevent him at- 
tending to his official duties while on 
his annual court circuit in the West. 
He returned to Washington feeling 
much better, though somewhat weak. 
This morning he was feeling unusually 
good. The justice, in telling Mrs. Mil- 
ler of his fall, said that he felt his 
knee giving away under him and his 
legs felt so heavy that he could 
hardly lift them. Thinking it was a 
sudden return of a rheumatie twinge, 
which he often before felt, he made an- 
other effort to step forward, and as he 
did so he either tripped on the car 
track or slipped and fell forward on 
his left side and arm, at the 
same time cutting his forehead slightly 
and causing an abrasion of the skin en 
his nose. 

John Woodford,the Justice's servant 
was standing in the door at the time 
and saw him fall. He immediately 
ran to his assistance and, with the help 
of a friend, raised the Judge to his feet 
and, placing him in a cab, conveyed 
him to his home. An improvised 
stretcher was brought out and, though 
the Judge protested against being 
placed on it, as he said he felt per- 
fectly able with assistance to walk, he 
at last consented and was taken gently 
up the terrace leading to the house and 
into his office on the first floor. 

Meantime Mrs. Miller, who was out 
visiting, arrived, and finding the judge 
down stairs, immediately had him re- 

oved to his room on the second floor, 
though the change was made unwill- 
ingly on his part, as he insisted he was 
only slightly weak and would prefer 
having dinner down stairs rather than 
in his bedroom. 

When the Justice’s bedroom was 
reached he remarked: Just place the 
stretcher alongside of the bed,“ much 
to their surprise. Dr. Cook, who lives 
two doors away, was called on and Dr. 
Lincoln sent for, who administered 
some slight restoratives, and, after an 
examination, found a partial paralysis 
of the left side from the arm down. 
The numbness in the arm has now 
partially disappeared. 

LATER—At 1 o’clock this (Saturday) 
morning, it is stated that the Justice 
is resting quietly, and the family 
thought he was a little better.

CEREAL CROPS. 


The Condition for October—Aver- 
ages of Different Grains. 

WASHINGTON, Oci. 10.—[By the As- 

sociated Press.] The October esti- 


mates of the yield per acre for the en- 


tire breadth of the country of cereal 
crops computed by the Department of 
Agriculture, are: Winter wheat, 10.8 


bushels per acre; spring wheat, 
11.5; wheat crop, 11.1; oats, 
10,8; .. barley. Sl; rye; .. 11.8; 


The condition of corn is 70.6, instead of 
70.1 last month; buckwheat 90.7, in- 
stead of 90.5; potatoes, 61.7, instead of 
65.7; tobacco, 95.4, instead of 82.4. 
There is practically no change in the 
geueral condition, except a reduction 


of 4 points in potatoes and an in- 


crease of two points in 
tobacco. The effect of the 
winter frosts upon wheat is shown 
by the lower rate of yield to have been 
severe. Some of the higher rates are: 
New York, 15.2; Philadelphia, 12; 
Ohio, 12.5; Michigan, 15.2; Illinois, 
11.5; Missouri, 11.2; Kansas, 13.5; Cali- 
fornia, 12; Oregon, 15. Crops made a 
low yield, through the South, where 
the average is small. 

In the Ohio Valley the variation in 
yield in different counties, as well as 
on farms in the same county is extra- 
ordinary, ranging from five to twenty- 
five bushels, and in extreme cases from 
one to thirty bushels. One county in 
Illinois claims the best crops in 
years,’ and another “poorer crops 
than expected.”’ 

Rocky Mountain areas made good 
averages in spring wheat on limited 
areas. Dakota yields, varying from 
a bushel or two totwenty-flve bushels, 
made an average of nine bushels per 
acre. Minnesota returns twelve and 
Wisconsin 12.5 bushels. It is esti- 
mated that the yield of oats of 19.8 
bushels, which is the lowest ever re- 
ported, will probably reduce the aggre- 
gated product more than two hundred 
million bushels. —

NEVADA City, Oct 7.—[Staff Corre- 
spondence of Tnk Times.| The great 
North erican rouser of a reception 
given galiaut colonel at Sacra- 
mento, on Saturday night, was 
an inspirer, though he did not 
go through the week without 
more or less weariness, but he stands 
the trip amazingly well and took the 
midnight traiu Saturday for the great 
mining counties in fine health and 
spirits. | 

It was at Colfax; the hour was the 
ungodiy one of 3 f. m., when the -party 
was dragged by the porter out of their 
cosy couches in one of Mr. Pullman's 
best kind of cars to take the Nevada 
County Narrow Gauge train for this 
city among tbe pines of the Sierras. 

There is no more picturesque ride in 
Calitornia than the one among the 
fern-carpeted forests through which 
the baby railway runs in a long, spiral 
double line of steel, leaping great 
chasms on spider-web-like trestles, 
winding around peaks, the engine 
chasing the echoes out of the cafions to 
break away down a long grade with a 
whoop like a wild Apache on a raid 
for his favorite fruit—scalps. The 
trip of two hours through this beauti- 
ful country would have been better en- 
joyed bad the moment not been that 
one which wy illustrious friend, Bill 
Shakespeare (now dead) speaks of as 
the hour when graveyards yawn, and 
hell itself breathes forth contagion’’— 
and all that sort of thing. : 

The gray dawn was just beginning 
to brighten the east when the little 


‘train, which had been placed at Col.

Facts that Controvert Misrepresen- 


tation—Attitude of The Times.”

First. The strike was not on account 
of wages, hours of labor, lack of 
prompt chan or any personal griev- 
ance. 

Second. The proprietors of the four 
daily papers had had under consider- 


ation the question of retrenchment in 


their several establishments, and 
agreed unanimously in laying before 
the Typographical Union, for consider- 
ation, the question of a slight reduc- 
tion in rates of composition—not, how- 
ever, presenting any ultimatum. The 
union arbitrarily refused any conces- 
sion, and on the 4th of August made a 
stand-and-deliver demand upon the 


proprietors” to sign, within twenty- | 


four hours, a contract maintaining 
existing rates for the period of one 
year. ‘The proprietors, believing that 
to comply would be unmanly and de- 
grading, refused to sign. The strike 
followed within twenty-four hours, be- 
ing formally put into force at 5 o’clock 
on the afternoon of August dth, though 
the men employed on Tuk Times had 
actually stopped work several hours 
before. The proprietors rallied and 
got out their papers without missing 
an issue, though much erippied tor the 
time being. | 

Third. The union strikers having 
voluntarily abandoned good situations 
on ‘Tie Times and the Heraid, and 
locked themselves out, the proprietors had 
no alternative left but to fill their 


places permanently, which they have 
done.

The men receive the 
same wages as their predecessors, are 
equally competent, more reliable; and 
not unjust or despotic in their de- 
mands.

INSECT PESTS.

Infested Localities in and About the 
City-The Parks. 


Fruit Inspector Thomas Weise and 
a representative of Tne Times took a 
spin around yesterday to learn the 
condition of injurious insect pests in 
the public parks and the orchards im- 
mediately surrounding the city. The 
first stop was made at the Sixth-street 
Park, where the white scale was found 
in severat places quite extensively; 
indeed, so much so that, unless the 
vedolia is put at work its spread to the 
adjacent plauts and trees is a foregone 
conclusion. The next place visited 


cushion scale was found quite prolific, 
especially upon a shrub known as the 
„blue lady Unger,“ and upon three 
large specimeus of the rubber tree. 
Besides these two places the white 
scale was found more or less at differ- 
ent points throughout the valley. 

The vedoiias are indeed very scarce, 
ind itis to be regretted that the proper 
authorities have not been more careful 
in breeding them and supplying infest- 
ed localities with colonies. Fruit In- 
spector Weise was singularly fortunate 
in learning about a muuth ago of a large 
number of white scale living upon the 
common netties fouud along the water 
courses in one ol the calons, sume 
three miles northeast of Evergreen 
Cemetery. Recogn zing the irportauce 
of increasing tue visibly suppiy of ve- 
dolias, he at once drove to the caiuon 
With acolony, and has been using this 
spot as a breeding ground, in wuich he 
has been very successful, having up to 
date supplied from this one spot up- 
wards of twenty-live colonies of vo- 
dolias to various people who have 
come to him for them. Whileon a 
tour of inspection yesterday the re- 
porter noticed a large number of 
icerya feeding upon the common net- 
tle, and also a number of vedolias in 
It was 
thought best not to remove them until 
they have reached tue last stage of de- 
velopment as full fledged lady bugs. 
In about teu or twelve days some eight 
or ten colonies can be secured, pro- 
vided the weather proves tavorable. 

Instructions were left with the 
proper authorities of the Piaza and 
Sixth-street Park to at ounce clean 
und destroy the white scale, but up to 
date nothing bas been done. It would 
seem that here is a bit of work for the 
County Horticultural Commission, and 
it goes Without saying that it is not 
wise to let this matter go bv default. 

Several of the imported Florida scale 
(long,“ ‘“‘purple’? and ‘‘chaff’’) are 
flourishing on trees at Dowdey, Ri- 
vera and adjacent localities. At Chula 
Vista, San Diego county, these Florida 
scales have got a rm foothold, and 


Liey seem to flourish better there than 
in localities more iniand. 

Dr Duno of Pomona has been at 
Covina treating Baldridge’s orchard of 
5000 trees, which were badly infested 
with black rcaie. 

The bhydrocyianic acid fumigation 
was employed and it was proven very 
effective. As an instance of how 
deadly the gas is in its effects, it is 
stated that a cat which happened to be 
in the branches of a tree was enclosed 
by the tent and ten seconds of fumi- 
22 brought it to the ground a dead 
feline.

From the text: Understandest thou 
what thou readest? How can I under- 


Rev. Thomas Dixun delivered an ad- 
dress recently, in. Association Hall, 
‘Twenty-third street and Fourth ave- 
nue, New York, on newspapers, in the 
course of which be said: 

“The highest single power within 
the radius of civilization is the news- 
paper. Ihe newspaper is modern civil- 
yzation’s heart. Ihrouch it, as through 

ungs, go allthe varied and complex 
affairs of our throbbing civilization. 
Allranges ot human thought come 
within its borders. It is a reflex of 
human life. Necessarily it represents 
the good and the bad. The world is 
not making a record of perfection every 
day in the year. 
„Evil sometimes seems to predomi- 


nate. That is not due to the 
perversity of the editor. The re- 
cording of pain is a part of God's 


plan for the elimination of pain. The 
happy man bas no history When he 
gets to where everything is happy, a 
man’s history stops. Evil is deemed 
worthy of record, because its record 
comes within the divine plan, Yet the 
world is not worse than ever. The 
press of today throws light upon 
human life. For the first tin ue people 
begin to see what the world really is. 
When the pain. and evil ana sorrow 
are from human lie, God 
will principle tor the 
forming o history and the cond\ e: of 
newspapers. Boys before me this 
moruing are giving their lives for their 
loved ones; girls are toiling, toiling, 
toiling in unrecorded patience and 
herioism. Not until tragedy too dee 
for utterance has touched them will 
they be brought to the world’s notice. 
“You are conjointly reeponsible wit.) 
the editor for what he prints in his 
paper. You are wearied with the 
awful record. Who is responsible? 
Who is responsible for the ‘dives’ and 
the saloons? I teil you, men, you are 
responsible. You tolerate them, you 
go by them, you don’t vote to put them 
down. There is a row down in the City 
Hall—a sickening record of rottenness 
and crookedness comes out. You are 
responsible. Can you complain of the 
paper which gives you the record? 
he daily press is also a direct 
power? It moulds and fashions human 
life on human life. That man in the 
office has his hand on the lever. Into 
bis mind pours the affairs of human 
life. They come out either purified or 
viler than they went in. The man in 
that chair is responsible. Let him 
publish. It is his duty to publish evil 


that it corrects evil; good eso that it 


shall reproduce itself. If he does not, 
God shall bold him responsible. But 
let him make the record as the Bible 
‘makes it—the words of the devil as the 
works of the devil, the words of angels 
as the works of angels. The newspa- 
per must appeal to the moral conscious- 
ness of ite coustitueats, Not until it 
becomes a teacher does the sheet be 
come a newspaper. ‘ 
„For the character of the constitu- 
ency you are responsible. You get 
‘just what you want. So you come 
back again to the recognition of your 


for the character your newspaper. 

“The editor of today is in the place 
of the prophets of oid. Rightly 
Thomas Carlyle said: Tue true clergy 
is not in the pulpit, but in the newspa- 
per oflices.’ First, as watchmen. On 
thy walls. O Jerusalem, they shall not 
hold their peace day or night.“ Who 
fulfills that office today? ‘Ihe men in 
the top of the great buildings down 
town. Some years ago the Tweed ring 
was ground into powder. Wno did it? 
The preacher? No, the newspaper. 
Then the courts had to be reformed 
und corruption smitten in high places. 
Who did that? The newspaper. Eze- 
kiel saw a Vision—wheels within 
wheels, wheels alive, wheels full of 
eyes. He foresaw the modern news- 
paper. Where are the eyes that never 
sleep? In the reporters that ply these 
streets, searching all the phases of 
humaa life. 

„In the degeneracy of the modern 
pulpit, the daily press is doing the 
work of God as the pulpit is not doing 
it. Where is the power that guides? 
In the newspaper. Religion, politics, 
society, economics, come within the 
range of its power as of no other. It 
is the editor who guides. Where are 
the preachers? It wearies one’s soul 
o think where they are. Alas, many 
of us are trying to please everybody 
telling you you're all right, we're all 
right, tue world’s all right, the devil’s 
all right. 

„J had rather have my boy go back 
to the old farm in Carolina and take to 
grubbing stumps than get into most of 
our pulpits. 

„The great preachers of the past did 
not seek to please everybody. Jesus 
Christ was not such a preacher. Paul 
was not such a preacher. When Paul 
went into a town he had row. The 
authorities complained, ‘this fellow is 
turning the world upside down.’ Jesus 
cried,* Woe unto you Scribes, Pharisees, 
hypocrites!’ How coarse! How un- 
Christian! How sensatioual!

Training Orange Trees. 


A correspondent of the Florida Agri- 
culturist thus voices his views on the 
proper training of orange trees: 

The man who does not prune his 
orange trees at all commits almost as 
grave an error as the one who prunes. 
too much. If the object is to raise 
fruit, trim them so that the limbs will 
grow nearly to the ground, but if for 
ornamental purposes, trim ‘‘horse- 
high.“ We must have the “bearing 
surface,“ and a tree trimmed low will 
bear twice as much fruit, at the same 
age,as one trimmed high. But my 
object in this note is to call the atten- 
tion of orange-growers to the import- 
ance of tieing up limbs that grow 
down to the ground, as many of our 
budded trees are inclined to do, in- 
stead of cutting them off. Take a 
stout strip of cloth and tie them up 
where you want them to grow, and by 
the time the cloth rots and breaks, the 
limb will stay where you put it, and 
many valuable limbs can be saved in 
this manner. Try itand you. will be 
agreeably surprised at the results, and 
bres why you have not practiced it 

tore. 


pPampas Plume. 

In 1874 the discovery was made that 
by pulling the immature plumes from 
the sheaths and exposing hem to the 
hot sun, the male plumes would hang 
heavily like oats, while the female 
would fluff up and become light and 
airy. We saved a quantity of the 
female plumes, some of which were 
sold in Santa Barbara,while the others 
were sent to San Francisco in Novem- 
ber, 1874. Samples were also sent to 
Peter Henderson & Co. of New York.
